A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Kligler presented points to the fact that the Final Rejection 
mailed was incorrect because the Final rejection declares the Rule 131 affidavit filed 28 April 2006 ineffective. The 
Rule 131 affidavit was deemed ineffective because due diligence was not shown. Mr. Kligler argued that the invention 
was actually reduced to practice before the effective date of the prior art reference and therefore evidence of diligence 
is not necessary. Examiner Ailes later informed Mr. Kligler in a subsequent telephone interview after discussing with 
SPE Andrew Caldwell that the evidence submitted was deemed insufficient because it is disclosed by applicant on 
page 2 of the RESPONSE TO OFFICIAL ACTION with "respect to claims 10-16, it is believed that Applicants' 
implementation of the invention would have enabled a person of ordinary skill in the art to practice these claims prior to 
September 6, 2000, and thus provides a sufficient basis to overcome Kurapati, even though some elements of these 
claims are not implemented in the code." Therefore, since the claims are given priority on a claim by claim basis, it is 
admitted by applicant that claims 10-16 were not actually reduced to practice before September 6, 2000 and therefore 
evidence is required of their conception of invention and subsequent actual reduction to practice or constructive 
reduction to practice coupled with due diligence is required. Mr. Kligler did not agree due to the fact that dependent 
claims 10-16 are dependent upon a previously actually reduced to practice claim (claim 1). Mr. Kligler suggested that 
claim 1 is already allowable and therefore evidence is not required. Mr. Ailes did not agree that claim 1 is allowable. 
No agreement was reached. Mr. Ailes informed that a response to the final rejection mailed 21 July 2006 is required. 
Mr. Kligler agreed to file a response to the final rejection mailed 21 July 2006. 
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
